a server providing information; 
a terminal communica/ing data with the server; 
a communications network connecting said server to said terminal; 
a temporary line diabonnection unit, provided in the server and the terminal, 
monitoring a content of received data from the server and from the terminal, when a 
specified data is receive/ disconnecting a line being used for data communications 
without issuing any disconnection notifications to an upper layer application of said 
terminal and said serXr when said terminal voice communicates with a third party other 
than said server throdgh said communications network during the data communications 
with said server, aid automatically coraiecting said server to said terminal when the voice 
communications jferminate; 

an auton/atic data fetch unit automatically fetching data of web sites including 
information requested by a user from said server to said terminal; and 

a storafee unit storing the data fetched by said automatic data fetch unit, 
wheriin a data communicating process is performed from a status at a point 
immediately before starting the voice communications when said server and said terminal 
resume the data communications, and 
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wherein said automatic da4 fetch unit preliminarily fetches the data obtainable 
from said server and stores the dita in said storage unit during the data communications, 
and accesses said storage unit diring the voice communications so that the data in said 
storage unit is displayed durin Jthe voice communication, thereby realizing virtual data 
communications during the vojce communications. 


9. (Five Times Ame Jded) A communications method comprising the steps of: 

(a) comiecting a line Lm a server to a terminal for providing information for data 
communications with the siver through a communications network; 

(b) monitoring a cJitent of received data from the server and from the terminal, 
when a specified data is riceived disconnecting a line being used for data 
communications withou Jissuing any discomiection notifications to an upper layer 
application of said termL and said server when said terminal voice communicates with 
a third party other than/said server through said communications network during the data 
communications with Lid server, and automatically comiecting said server to said 
terminal when the voice communications terminate; 

(d) automatiially fetching data of web sites including information requested by a 
user from said server; and 

(e) storing/the data fetched at step (d), 

wherein Jaid upper layer applications perform a data communicating process from 
a status at a poiit immediately before starting the voice communications when the data 
communications are resumed. 
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wherein step (b) is executed in the s*ver and the terminal, and 
wherein said steps (d) and (e) are allowed during the data communications 
between said terminal and said server, anfd said data stored in step (e) is accessed during 
the voice communications so that said data stored in step (e) is displayed during the voice 
communication, thereby establishing /irtual data communications during the voice 
communications. 


16. (Amended) A server Which communicates with a terminal through a 
communications network, comprising: 

a temporary line disconnection unit, monitoring a content of received data from 
the terminal, when a specifiecydata is received disconnecting a Une being used for data 
communications without iss}|ling any disconnection notifications to an upper layer 
application of the server wl/en said terminal voice communicates with a third party other 
than the server, when said terminal voice communicates with a third party other than the 
server through said comftiunications network during the data communications with the 
server, and automaticaWy connecting the server to the terminal when the voice 
communications temmnate; 

an automatic/data fetch unit automatically fetching data of web sites including 
information requested by a user from the server to the terminal; and 

wherein a flata communicating process is performed from a status at a point 
immediately befire starting the voice communications when the server and the termial 
resume the data/communications, and 
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^ wherein said automatic data fetch iJiit preUminarily fetches the data obtainable 

^ from the server and the server makes the l|brminal store and display the data, thereby 
realizing virtual data communications dj/ring the voice communications at the terminal 
side. 

22. (Amended) A terminal cc(mmunicating with a server through a 
communications network, comprisirig: 

a temporary line disconnecjlion unit, monitoring a content of received data from 
the server, when a specified data jfs received disconnecting a line being used for data 
communications without issuinJany disconnection notifications to an upper layer 
application of the terminal whdh said terminal voice communicates with a third party 
other than the server through jaid communication network during the data 
communications with the seier, and automatically connecting the server to the terminal 
when the voice communicaftons terminate; 

an automatic data flbtch unit automatically fetching data of web sites including 
information requested by /a user from the server to the terminal; and 

a storage unit stdHng the data fetched by said automatic data fetch unit, 
wherein a data Communicating process is performed from a status at a [pointy] 
point immediately beflbre starting the voice communications when the server and the 
terminal resume the aata communications, and 

wherein saiJ automatic data fetch unit preUminarily fetches the data obtainable 
from the server and stores the data in said storage unit during the data communications, 
and accesses said /torage unit during the voice communications so that the data in said 
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' storage unit is displayed during the vo/ce communication, thereby reaUzing virtual data 

^ communications duri ng the voice cojjhmunications.

32. (New) The comfnunications system according to claim 31, wherem 
said temporary lii^ disconnection unit provided on the server side temporarily 
disconnects the line betieen said terminal and said server when said terminal issues a 
request for voice comiriunications with the third party to said server; and 

said server, a /elephone of said third party, and said terminal enter a 3-point 
communications sta/e based on a 3-point communications function of said telephone 
switch unit, thereb/ realizing the voice communications between said terminal and said 
third party.. 

33. (Nei) The communication system according to claim 29, wherem 
said liii temporary disconnection unit provided on a terminal side temporarily 

disconnects t/e line when said terminal issues a request for voice communications with 

the third paiAy to said server, and 

said terminal issues a voice communications call to he third party, thereby 

realizin Jthe voice communications between said terminal and said third party. 
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34. (New) The communicatL system according to claim 29, fiirther comprising: 
at least one first unit, proviied on a server side for each user who receives a 
service of said server, for managing personal information and communications status of 
each user, wherein 

said temporary line disd{)miection unit provided on a terminal side temporarily 
discomiects a line between sa/d terminal and said server according to an instruction from 
said first unit when said ten/inal issues a request for voice communications with the third 
party to said server; 

said terminal issu/s a call through the voice communications to the third party, 
thereby reahzing voice c/ommunications between said terminal and said third party, 

wherein the seier has an object which manages personal information, and the 
object communicates Lh an other object which is in said terminal and also manages 
personal information/ before communication by the user, thereby said terminal can 
receive a call. 

35. (New) ^-he communication system according to claim 29, fiirther comprismg: 
an automatic data fetch unit automatically fetching data from said server to said 
terminal; and 

a storag Junit storing data fetched by said automatic data fetch unit, wherein 
said automatic data fetch unit preliminarily fetches data obtainable from said 
server and stor|ls the data in said storage unit during the data communications, and 
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accesses said storage unit during the voice communications so that the data in said 
storage unit is displayed during the v Jice communication, thereby realizing virtual data 
communications during the voice cotnmunications. 

36. (New) The communicjltions system according to claim 29, further 
comprising: 

means for receiving saii automatic data fetch unit on a terminal side, wherein 
said automatic data f Jch unit is transmitted from a server side to the terminal side 
when the data communications start. 

37. (New) A comi^iunications method comprising the steps of: 

(a) connecting a ^ne from a server to a terminal for providing information for data 
communications with tMe server through a communications network; and 

(b) disconnectifig the line being used for data communications without issuing 
any discomiection niifications to an upper layer appUcation of said terminal and said 
server when said te/ninal voice-communicates with a third party other than said server 
through said conJunications network during the data communications with said server, 
and automaticall/comiecting said server to said terminal when the voice communications 
terminate, wherjein 

said Jpcr layer application performs a data communicating process from a status 
at a point immediately before starting the voice communications when the data 
communica/ions are resumed. 
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38. (New) The commu/tcations method according to claim 37, further 

comprising the step of: 

fetching a telephone Aumber of the third party as information by said terminal 

during the data communicaions. 

39. (New) The coimiunications method according to claim 37, wherem 
said step (b) is foflowed when said terminal issues a voice communications 

request to the third part/ and two calls are connected by a telephone switch unit provided 
on a server side, therelf realizing voice communications between said terminal and said 
third party. 

40. (New) T^e communications method according to claim 39, wherein 
said step (b)/is followed on a server side when said terminal issues to said server a 

request to voice-ccAnmunicate with the third party; 

said serve/ a telephone of the third party, and the terminal enter a 3-point 
communications Lte base on a 3-point communications function of said telephone 
switch unit, theijbby realizing voice communications between said terminal and the third 
party. 

41. (Njtw) The communications method according to claim 37, further 

comprising the step of: 

(c) minaging personal information and communications status on a server side for 

each user who receives a service from said server, wherein 
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said terminal issues a call to the third party through the voice communications by 
following said step (b) based on cabmunications state management in said step (c), 
thereby establishing voice comm/nications between said terminal and said third party. 

42. (New) The communications method according to claim 37, further 

comprising the step of: 

(c) managing personal! information and communications status on a server side for 

each user who receives a sotvice from said server, wherein 

said terminal issue/ a call to the third party through the voice communications by 
following said step (b) bised on communications state management in said step (c), 
thereby estabhshing vo jbe communications between said terminal and said third party, 
wherein the server has/an object which manages personal information, and the object 
communicates with ai other object which is in said terminal and also manages personal 
information, before Communication by the user, thereby said terminal can receive a call. 

43. (New) Tfhe communications method according to claim 37, further 
comprising the steps of: 

(d) automatically fetching data from said server; and 

(e) storing data fetched at step (d), wherein 

said steris (d) and (e) are followed during the data communications between said 

terminal and siid server; and 

said dita stored in step (e) is accessed during the voice communications so that 
said data stoied in said step (e) is displayed during the voice communication, thereby 
estabUshing/virtual data communications during the voice communications. 
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44. (New) A server which Communicates with a terminal through a 
communications network, comprising: 

a temporary line disconnection unit disconnecting a line being used for data 
communications without issuini any disconnection notifications to an upper layer 
application of the server when/said terminal voice communicates with a third party other 
than the server, when said terminal voice communicates with a third party other than the 
server through said communication network during the data communications with the 
server, and automatically connecting the server to the terminal when the voice 
communications terminate, wherein 

a data communiciting process is performed fi-om a status at a point immediately 
before starting the voic^ communications when the server and the terminal resume the 
data communications. 

45. (New) ThJ^ server according to claim 44, wherein 
said terminal/obtains a telephone number of the third party as information during 

the data communications. 

46. (New)/The server according to claim 44, further comprising 
a telephone switch unit; and 

wherein /aid temporary line disconnection unit temporarily disconnects a line 
between said sirver and said terminal when said terminal issues a voice communications 
request to the /hird party, connecting said telephone switch unit to telephones of the third 
party and saii terminal, connecting two calls on a server side, thereby realizing voice 
communications between said terminal and the third party.

whereii the server has an object which manages personal information, and the 

object commiliicates with another object which is in said terminal and also manages 

personal information, before communication by the user, thereby said terminal can 

receive a call.

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said automatic data fetch unit is transmitte/from the server side to the terminal 
side when the data communications start. 

50. (New) A terminal communicating yith a server through a communications 

network, comprising: 

a temporary line disconnection unit disconnecting a line being used for data 
communications without issuing any disJmection notifications to an upper layer 
application of the terminal when said teiinal voice communicates with a third party 
other than the server through said communications network during the data 
communications with the server, an/automatically connecting the server to the terminal 
when the voice communications tehninate, wherein 

a data commnmcating pr/cess is performed from a status at a point immediately 
before starting the voice comn/mications when the server and the tenninal resume the 

data communications.
